Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4, 6-8 and 10-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art of 
record is HEIDEL (US 6436510 Bl), however, the reference fails to teach stretching of the 
polyester filaments at a temperature above the crystallization temperature of the polyester which 
has been shown by Applicant's remarks and the specification to provide the nonwoven with a 
shrinkage force in a range from 2 N/5 cm to 20N/5cm as claimed in the present invention. 
Applicant's arguments with regards to the HEIDEL '510 reference are persuasive, thus the 
Examiner withdraws herein her position that the latent shrinkage force is inherently present in 
the polyester fibers of HEIDEL since Applicants have shown that the claimed property is a result 
of a specific process which the HEIDEL reference fails to use.
